THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  is  made  this  Z4?  dav  of  SZfT  ,  0*1  ,  by  and  between  Mpnette  Pemberton.  a  married  woman  dealing  In  her  sole  and 
separate  property  whose  address  Is  6829  Shadydale  Drive  North  Richland  Hills,  Texas  76180,  as  Lessor,  and  CHESAPEAKE  EXPLORATION,  L.L.C.,  an  Oklahoma 
limited  liability  company,  whose  address  is  P.O.  Box  18496,  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  73154-0496,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the 
party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following  described 
land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  andlsaved  heftifnfcler  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  t|  Lessor  si  folfows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  liquid  hydrocarbons 
separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shall  beJB.oWot  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Leksee's  option  to  Lessor  at  the  wellhead  or  to  Lessor's  credit  at 
the  oil  purchaser's  transportation  facilities,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  purchase  sues  production  at  the  wellhead  market  price  then  prevailing  in  the
